In the Response to Restriction Requirement, mailed 2/11/03, 
Applicant elected Group I. Applicant further elected the species 
Delta (Notch ligand) and IL-10 (composition capable of 
upregulating expression of said Notch ligand) . 

Applicant was further required to elect a specific cell, 
either lymphocyte or APC . Applicant appears to have elected 
different cell types for different claims. 

As set forth in Claim 1, the method of the instant claims 
comprises "A method for producing a lymphocyte or antigen 
presenting cell" . Accordingly, the chosen cell should be either 
a lymphocyte or APC for all of the claims, such that the elected 
method comprises either a method for producing a lymphocyte or a 
method for producing an APC. Upon rereading the species 
restriction requirement it is unclear whether this requirement 
was set forth properly. 

Accordingly, Applicant is requested to choose either a 
method for producing a lymphocyte or a method for producing an 
APC for examination in all elected claims. 

Since the response appears to be bona fide , Applicant is 
given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of 
this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS
